THE ENCLISH NATIONAL DEBT.

Debis of Different Conntries—Mr., Glad-
stone on the United Sunton,

Mr, Gladstone's specch on the Eoglish Budget
contuined the following interssting pussages in
relution to the eradual increase of the national
debt ol Great Lritamn, and the capacity of the
Unitea Staves to carry a heavy tinaneial bardens

HOW THE EXOLISW DEBT INUREASED,

The total of the national debt, which is sommon!y
au;u]:mﬂl ut the o ore of the great war 1o have been
600,000,000, thouzh vot incluaing all these 1tewms,
had turned £900,000 000 of mouey, the actual hgures
being £002 264,60 O course « o not inclade in
that any silowance for the sinkiog fund whieh I ox-
clude altogethier, as 1 speak only of the real obliga-
tions of the country. In 183) that total had besn
bioupht down to £842.406 000 A geod deal had
been done in that intorval, as will be seen, for the e
auetion of the debt, but lttle had beon vone for the
hiveration of he industry ol the gountry, A bewin-
uing) muht buve been made, but if it was com-
moeueed 1t was a commenceuient only, In 1880 the
debt bnd fallen to £887,848,000 or by & very small
num—nlmoli'.luurnnduuall millions; but 1t masebe
recolioctod that during that intervain loan of twenty
11 Hons had been contraeied for the emaueipation of
tue nogroes o the West Indies, Virtually, theres
lore, the reducdlon in that period amounted to
uenrly twumiy-llm millfons, e lowest point was
reached on the 6th ot January, 1864 It then stood
at £800,616,000. Then eume the Huassian war, ano

On the Blst of March, 1857, the debt had risen to
A881 722 (00; om the dlst of March, 1850, 1t was
L528 984,000; and on the 1st of March, 1835, 1t was
L798,908 000, (Cheors.) ‘Cbat & nominaly a porm
somewbhat lower than 1t has stood at before; bat it
must be remembered that we bave canceled two
minor ginking lund stocks which 1orwmeriy formod
part of the nominal eapiiai, &0 that, 1o (iet, we may
gay,wi'h substantial sceuraoy, for it is not necpssnry
1o be particular 1o s mitlion or & millios and a nalt,
it hns now just reached the point at whieh we have
efficed the results of the Crimonn war, and the dobt
thus stands at the mrrr place whiel it oceupied ut
the commencement of tho year 1864,

DEDTE OF DIFFERENT COUNTRIES,

excoption of Holland's, there 18 not one of these that
has not been virtually contracied in the last ha t
cuntury. and by far the larger part o1 them has heen
contrected during the last twonwy  vears—a timoe of
pedace; for If thore bas teen any war exponditure
added to them ouring thut vme it s insgoicant m
amount  Holland, [ find. uets prucently, ana re-
duces herdebt, while the finances of Prossia are g
modei of good administrution, for Prussia's doss
stands at £43,000,000, and Holland's ut £535,000 000,
Rusain's debt is estimated st £270 000 000, snd Aus-
trin’s at £816,000,000 Toe ded® of Franos s not a
capital debt, and It is dafliouit to estimate it with ae-
curacy, ItIs madeup ot rentes of twonty-threo
yoars' purchase, and, a8 nearly as possible, it
Amonnts to £400,000,000. It s the lareest of these
debis, yet, beoauwe of the (mmonse roswurces of the
countiry, and the enerey and wonderful thriftiness
of its prople, one need, perhaps, tool less nnxloty for
its foture secarity and strongih than for the stabiliy
of any other Enropean Governmsng,

Italy’s aebt stands at £162,000,000; and it is In-
creasing with portentons stmdes. The debt of Spain
Smonnts to £145,000,000; Portugal's 18 estimated at
£88,000,000; and tho debt of Turkey, whieh [ bolleve
1o be entirely n modern ipstitution, principally
ereated winee the Crimean war. amounts to £61,000,-

The groat bulk of these debts, smounting
altogether to 1600 wil Hons, have acoumulutod in a
time of peace, and nave not been thrown upon
the several countries during s strugele for W, |
will not troutle the committes with the detalls of
their rate of incroaso; but, omitting Holland, which
bina decredsed Its debt, and omitting Prossia, whioh
does not habltually iucrease it, and omitting Spain
alno, whioh keops 1ts dobl nearly at an equilibrium

THE NEW CAPTAIN-GENERAL-

General Lersundi is n Biscayan by birtl, having
been born at Deva, in Guipnzeon, and s fifty-
two vears of age, His father was an old soldier,
The son was a militiaman in Vittoria, and when
the civil war bioke out he enlisted gs a distin.
euished soldier in the tamous vattaliou of Cha

elporrie, In a few months he was inude second
leutenant for his indomitable valor, He then
entered the battalion of sharpshooters of Lu.
chana, or guldes of Espartero. At thz com-
romise ol Vergara he was made caplain.

n the memoratle day ol the 7th of Oc.
tober, 1841, he was implicated In the enter-
rise _of General Leon, when he conducted
iimself with his wonted gallantry: and when
the plans ol that officer wero [rusivated he emi-
grated to france. In 1843 he was already a
colonel, and 1n 1844 he got the command of the
“America,” & regiment with which be undaunt-
edly suppressed “the revolution of Galicig. The
following year he passed over to Purtugal with
Genernl Muanucl de la Concha, in defense of
Queen Marla de la Glorla. In 1848, on the Tth
of May, he obtained the most elorious laurel of
s military career on entering the Pluzo Mayvor,
m Madrid, which wus in the power of & re
volted regiment, and where he recelved seven
ghots, ‘ms secured hun the promotion to
geneial,

During the Carlist war he was Commandant
General ol a province of Qutalonin.
